The following article was lifted in toto from the R.S.G.B BULLETIN of the Radio Society 
of Great Britain. We thought it might be of interest, but not having tried it as yet, 
cannot vouch for its correctness. (ED) 


Soldering Aluminum 

Contrary to widespread opinion, aluminum may be soldered with an ordinary soldering 
iron and radio solder. The use of speciai fluxes and ultra-sonic soldering irons is not 
a necessary for the occasional joint. . | 
% The action of the air forms a thin and invisible layer of aluminum oxide on the sur- 
face of the metal, and this must be removed before it will "tin". The area to-be tinned 
is covered with a layer of ordinary lubricating oil (most types seem suitable, though 
the more viscous and less volatile are more so). Through the oil, the surface of the 
aluminum is scraped away with a knife, removing thin slivers of the: metal and with it 
the oxide. The oil prevents the air from reaching the exposed metal, and if a hot, well 
tinned soldering iron is pressed against the cleared area, by the time the oil has boil- 
ed away the metal will be tinned. 

Once tinned, it is of course no trouble to place another piece of tinned material 
against the aluminum and the application of heat will result in a sound, strong joint - 
just as good as tinplate. 

Particular applications are the soldering of feed—-throvgh capacitors directly to an 
aluminum chassis, and the bonding of shields.

Our first victim is to bs the multimeter, since it is the most | 
prevalent. Supposedly, the meter movement is the most wulinerable element 
in the assembly, and replacement is sometime a problem. It is necessary . 
to -détermine the meter resistance which can be accomplished by two basic. 
methods. 


Wheatstone Bridge Method 


This method is the most accurate and should be used when a bridge is 
available. With reference to Fig. Nod, resister R has to be determined. 
It’s value isn't critical. However, it must be large enough to protect 
the meter movement against the 4.5 volts that sxist inside the bridge. 
The value is determined by dividing the full scale current of the meter 
into the battery voltage. For examples, a i ma. meter movement would 
require a 4500 ohm resistor. This value or anything ubove will suffice. 

The bridge is connected to points A and B and a vesistance reading 


taken, Measurement of the resister Ris then mede. The Gifference be= 
tween these resistance measurements is the resistamre of the meter.

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With reference to Fig. No.2, a battery, potentiometer and a decade 
resistance are required. The vaiue of Ris obtained as above, using 
whatever battery you select. The connection is made as indicated. 

The measurement is made by first adjusting the potentiometer to 
obtain a full scale reading on the meter. Shunting of the meter is 
accomplished by connecting the decade resistance to peints A and Bo 
Rotate the decade switches until the meter reads half scade. The read= 
ing obtained from the decade resistor is the same as the meter resiste=- — 
ance. ; 

It is possible to replace the the decade resistor with a potent- 
iometer and later measure it with an chmmeter. This method should only 
be used if there isn't a better method availabie, dus to the inaccuracies 
that exist. | , | 

The above methods will allew determination of meter resistance withe- 
out damage to the meter. Knowing the full scale current and this meter 
resistance, it is possible to adapt the meter to any type of ' cireuitry. 
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
